Yanks Wave Bayonets 
In Gustav Line Charge

WITH THE FIFTH ARMY FACING THE GUSTAV LINE IN 
ITALY, May 12.—(INS)—(Filed at 8:57 p. m., Italian time)—Lieu- 
tenant-General Mark W. Clark’s Fifth Army troops in the lower 
Garigliano sector pounded out initial gains today in a grueling assault 
on key German hill pogitions as part of the general offensive to shat- 


ter the Gustav line. 


But after the first 18 hours off wa. sufficient late last night to 


battle at close range the Allied 
drive appeared destined tonight to 
become a gigantic slugging match 
who will 
have to be blasted out of each 
trench and pillbox. 


As this correspondent writes 
his dispatch this evening, after 
witnessing a record Allied artil- 
lery barrage and the beginning of 
the new push toward Rome, the 
enemy’s resistance is growing 
fiercer by the hour. 

In the early stages of our on- 
slaught the Germans failed to use 
counter-battery fire, but as our at- 
tack rolled ahead the enemy 
brought his artillery into play and 
his shellfire grew more and more 
intense. | 

Nevertheless it was apparent 
that in guns as well as in other 
weapons the Allies have the edge 
and that is probably what will 
count decisively in this heavy en- 
durance contest. 

The previous experience of hav-

For more than two hours our 
little group lay in a “no man’s 
land cemetery” and watched the 
guns pump thousands of shells in- 
to the German lines from Cassino 
to the Tyrrhenean sea.

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Farm Shortage 


Called Blessing 


“Farm labor shortage is a bless- 
ing to the south in that it increases 
the production per farm worker,” 
says Dean Paul W. Chapman of 
the College of Agriculture at the 
University of Georgia. 

Addressing a meeting of the 
Georgia Academy of Social Sci- 
ences, here last night, the dean as- 
serted, “There is probably nothing 
in the entire scope of postwar 
planning or development which 
would pay Georgia such handsome 
dividends in prosperity as increas- 
ing the average production per 
farm worker.” : 

Georgia’s economic status al- 
ways will be low, he said, unless 
the occupational pattern of the 
state is changed. Throughout the 
nation, he pointed out, 18 per cent 
of the workers are farmers; in the 
south 32 per cent are farmers. In 
manufacturing, he said, the na- 
tion’s picture is 23 per cent while 
in the south only 15 per cent of the 
workers are engaged in manufac- 
turing. 

“We need fewer farmers 
more workers engaged in protess- 
ing and marketing. Most of this 
talk about solving the farm needs 
by diversification and increased 
livestock production is nonsense,” 
he asserted. “We don’t have feed 
to take care of the cattle we have.”

100,000 JAPS IN DRIVE 

It was estimated the Japanese 
have thrown 100,000 troops into 
the Honan fight in an effort to de- 
stroy the Chinese army in that 
rich wheat region.

Order Intrastate Fares

WASHINGTON, May 12.—(#)— 
The Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission today ordered intrastate 
passenger fares increased to the 
interstate level in Alabama, Ken- 
tucky, North Carolina and Ten- 
nessee by July 1.

Captured were 111 tanks and 
self-propelled guns, 49 planes, 
2,304 other guns, 1,449 mortars, 
7,008 machineguns, and 4,809 
trucks and 44 locomotives. *

FDR Curbed on Pledges 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—(/)— 
Congress today authorized Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to continue lend- 
lease aid to Allied nations for an- 
other year but wrote into the law 
a notice that the lawmakers want 
to have the last say if these trans- 
actions ever involve future mili- 
tary or econémic commitments. 

The lend-lease authority would 
have expired June 30. Under it, 
President Roosevelt had been given 
$24,683,629,000 in direct lend-lease 
funds. In addition, the War and 
Navy Departments set aside $35.- 
970,000,000 in indirect lend-lease 
aid, a total of $60,653,629,000. An- 
other $3,500,000,000 will be sought 
soon. 

The revised law states that noth- 
ing in the legislation is to be con- 
strued to give the President power 
to obligate the VU. S. in postwar 
matters unless congress consents.

POLES FIGHT ABLY 


‘ It was truly an Allied force that 
fought forward tonight through a 
maze of the strongest defenses en- 
countered by probably any army 
in this war. There were Ameri- 
cans, British, French, Canadians, 
Indiaps, New Zealanders, Italians 
and Poles—the Poles fighting in a 
major engagement for the first 
time since their homeland was in- 
vaded in 1939. French troops had 
the honor of striking first in the 
mountains near Cassino, 

As in previous battles, Monas- 
tery hill and thc mountain mass 
north and west of Cassino figured 
importantly in the fighting, since 
they dominate the surrounding 
terrain. At the outset of the at- 
tack the Nazis loosed the gates of 
the Rapido river at Cassino and 
flooded the surrounding country, 
but Allied fliers reported the ad- 
vance there was going “about as 
scheduled.” 

A number of German prisoners 
were reported captured in the 
early hours of the fighting battle 
field at some points and afforded 
a welcome cover to Allied sappers 
working on Nazi emplacements. 


GERMANS MASS MIGHT 


The Germans had massed many 
hundreds of guns, including huge 
170-millimeter rifles, to back up 
the fixed fortifications and craggy 
hills which the Allied warriors 
must crawl to get at the enemy's 
pillboxes. In addition, there were 
hundreds of mortars and thou- 
sands of deadly mines protecting 
the main Gustav line. Some 10 
miles behind the Gustav line is 
the Adolf Hitler line, reputedly of 
equal strength. 

There was every indication the 
enemy intended to make the road 
to Rome long and bloody. The 
Allied command, still mindful of 
early unwarranted optimism 
which made setbacks in Italy 
doubly distasteful, contented it- 
self at the outset with a bare an- 
nouncement that the attack had 
begun. 

OE HAD BRACED 


Six months ago air reconnais- 
sance disclosed that the Nazis 
were blasting and pouring con- 
crete fof a deep belt of strong- 
points from Cassino back 10 miles 
or more toward Rome, which is 
some 80 miles away. The enemy 
also has demolished the once- 
important seaports of Formia and 
Gaeta, just ahead of the Allied 
advance.

Exemption of teachers’ salaries | 
aie both state and federal in-| 
come taxes has been suggested by 
Governor Arnall. 


The Governor yesterday urged 
the state board of education to 
ask the Georgia legislature and 
the national congress to exempt 
teachers from paying income 
taxes.

It is characteristic of John L. Lewis that he does not feel 
he has been pampered and soothed by the administration. 

His letter to the American Federation of Labor, withdrawing 
his application, was a typical Lewis statement, which is to say 
it was filled with wind and vanity. 

The Atlanta Constitution has never withheld its opinion that 
John L. Lewis is a vain and dangerous man. During the mine 
strike, a year ago, The Constitution declared the government 
was not strong enough in its position and that Harold Ickes 
had yielded too much to avoid a showdown. 

John L. Lewis sneeringly said that coal could not be dug with 
bayonets and he was, technically, correct, Yet coal would have 
been dug. 

At any rate, John Lewis feels the Roosevelt administration 
has treated him shamefully and he denounces it as he denounces 
the AFL for keeping him out on “New Deal orders.”

Less Uncertainty 

While it is, obviously, impossible to foretell what needs the 
changing fortunes of war may bring in the months ahead, there 
is important settlement of draft uncertainty for many men in the 
new statement clarifying Selective Service regulations made public 
on Thursday by Major General Lewis B. Hershey, director. 

Blanket deferment for all men 30 and over in essential indus- 
try, and for necessary men of 26 through 29, at least for some 
months to come, means that these men may plan their future 
on a reasonably substantial expectation of continuance of civilian 
life. ° 

This should result in an improvement in home front morale 
and in efficiency of work in the essential war industries. It should 
reduce absenteeism in the war factories and encourage stability 
in employment and in home life. 

Should unexpectedly heavy casualties bring sudden demand 
for a greater flow of manpower into the armed services the 
regulations can, at any time, be amended. However, the announce- 
ment by General Hershey is based upon factual knowledge of the 
war situation by the high commands and shows their belief that 
the victories can, in all probability, be won by confining future 
inductions to men between 18 and 26.

William Yandel! Elliott, Harvard professor on leave, has been 
appointed head of the office of Civilian Requirements of the 
War Production Board. 

Formerly in charge of WPB’s stockpiling, his new post makes 
him responsible for planning and scheduling consumer goods 
production. In a statement after appointment he said the first 
priorities should go to a balanced war production and the next 
to immediate production of more of the most needed civilian 
gooas, with no ordinary civilian production now possible.

Bill Elliott is a Tennessean, a graduate of Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity, a Rhodes scholar and a very stubborn man. He was very 
unpopular in the days before we got into the war, and was 
cussed considerably as “one of those theoretical Harvard men” 
because he kept insisting on large stockpiles of critical ma- 
terials, especially crude rubber.

Selfish Greed 
Opposes the FSA 


A house committee in congress has recom- 
mended abolition of the FSA (Farm Security 
Administration), the one government agency 
with the fewest mistakes to its credit and the 
most successes; the one agency which has sincerely devoted itself 
- those covered in the original statement about “The Forgotten 

an.” 

In all states, more especially in the southern states, the landless 
mmo destitute, ragged, sick, shiftless, “no-accounts” were familiar 
igures. 

The FSA found that these people were, for the most part, of 
good Anglo-Saxon stock and could be rehabilitated. Many could, 
and have, become farm owners. 

Now comes the house committee recommending abolition. It 
states that the FSA actually controls its clients to the extent of 
telling them “how to raise his children” and “how to plan his 
home life.” 

Well, my goodness, we should hope so. 

A great many housewives go to housekeeping, homemaking 
schools to learn how to manage their home life. It is an important 
thing to know. The tenant family should be no exception. 

The FSA prides itself that by teaching its families how to raise 
their children, by caring for diet and schooling, the children have 
ceased to be sickly and “dull.’””’ They make grades as good as any 
other children and their health is as good. 

In other words, the families’ become assets, not liabilities. 

They become citizens, not charges. 

The plain truth is, the foes of the FSA, who do not want the 
so-called “little people” helped, have seized on a few errors and 
on a few catchword phrases in an effort to destroy it. It is to be 
hoped that congress will not be led astray and burn down the barn 
to kill a few mice. 


THE RECORD Only stubborn prejudice or greed can face the 
FSA record and not admit that it has worked 


and is working. The records for 1943, showing increases over 1942, 
record one of the finest contributions made to the war in so far as 
food is concerned. 

The survey represented 311,880 active standard rehabilitation 
borrowers of the Farm Security Administration who operated farms 
both in 1942 and 1943. They constitute about 5.1 per cent of all 
farmers. Total sales of livestock and livestock products in 1943 
from the farms of these families, and the per cent increase over 
their sales in 1942 were: 

Hogs, 532,361,500 pounds; 56 per cent gncrease. 

Cattle and calves, 432,360,700 pounds; 43 per cent. 

Sheep, 62,777,800 pounds; 30 per cent. 

Milk, 571,116,000 gallons; 18 per cent. 

Chickens, 66,069,700 pounds; 47 per cent, 

Eggs, 126,333,300 dozen; 32 per cent. 

In addition, these families produced for home use 149,146,500 
pounds of hogs, 29,371,100 pounds of cattle and calves, 1,049,900 
pounds of sheep, 163,089,200 gallons of milk, 35,683,000 pounds of 
chickens, and 42,916,200 dozen eggs. 

In the principal war-needed food and oil crops, the total pro- 
duction in 1943 and the percentage increases over 1942 were: 

Soybeans, 5,049,200 bushels, 37 per cent increase. 

Peanuts, 156,776,400 pounds, 22 per cent. 

Dry beans and blackeyed peas, 84,185,000 pounds, 15 per cent. 

Irish potatoes, 20,996,800 bushels, 65 per cent. 

Sweet potatoes, 5,972,700 bushels, 14 per cent. 

In the name of the best interests of this country; in the name 
of common decency and honesty, what do they want the FSA 
clients to do? 

Until the congress can answer, those opposing the FSA must 
stand convicted of caring only for the persons who would keep 
the tenant farmer and the sharecropper in the status of a laborer 
instead of helping make him a landowner and a citizen in the 
real meaning of the word.

NEW YORK.—President Roose- 
velt’s personal relations with the 
reporters who cover his press con- 
ferences have changed consider- 
ably since his first inauguration. 
Thus, Mrs. Elizabeth May Craig, 
representing a number of newspa- 
pers in Maine, challenged a mis- 
statement by Mr. Roosevelt in his 
discussion Tuesday of the Mont- 
gomery Ward case and the New 
York Times’ account of the inter- 
view added that Mrs. Craig “fre- 
in pointed ex-

and read in the papers facts of 
the seizure which the President 
said the press and radio had con- 
cealed from the public. 

This may be an unwise liberty 
for, after all, reporters are not 
there to debate with the President 
but to elicit information and pre- 
sent it as given. If it is false, 
whether by intent or mistake, it 
is then subject to discussion edi- 
torially. However, Mr. Roosevelt 
himself has encouraged reporters 
to take liberties, for he has al- 
ways taken liberties with them; as 
for example when, in reply to a 


respectful question as to his third 
term, he told the reporter to put 


‘on a dunce cap and stand in the 


corner and, again, when he asked 
one man to present for him a Ger- 
man iron cross to a reporter who 
had already left the room. This 
was tantamount to a personal ac- 
cusation of treason against a vic- 
tim who certainly would have 
been justified in giving the Presi 
dent of the United States a good

‘All for Them 


When the Roosevelts first went 
to the White House the press corps 
was almost wholly with them. One 
of the exceptions was John Boet- 
tiger, then of the Chicago Tribune, 
who was sparking the President's 


daughter and dining with the fam 


ily, but writing with vehement 
blast against the man who was to 
be his father-in-law. Boettiger’s 
politics changed when, after the 
marriage, he was given a job run- 
ning the Seattle Post-Intelligencer. 

There was a spirit of gaity in 
those early press conferences. 
They were sharply different from 
Mr. Hoover’s dull sessions in which 
he selected the questions that he 
would answer and was suspected 
of planting some of those. Mr. 
Roosevelt had a bantering way 
with the reporters, called most of 
them by their first names, and 
often indulged in his idea of hu- 
mor, which, though faintly Faunt- 
leroy and distinctly corny, always 
drew uproarious laughter even 
from the individual victims of his 
wit, who appeared to feel flatter- 
ed. Mrs. Roosevelt had a press 
corps of her own which amounted 
really to a cult, although there 
were some hard-boiled girls in the 
troupe who revealed sales resist- 
ance. One such once reported that 
she had to leave a conference un- 
timely and get the air when one 
of the most rapturous sisters, 
greeting Mrs. Roosevelt back from 


a trip, exclaimed, “And did oo det | 


lots and lots of pitty dwesses?” 
Another said she had turned down 
an invitation to send her child to 
and from school in a White House 
car as a regular thing because she 
suspected that she was being pa- 
tronized and might feel an obliga- 
tion. 


Patronizing 

The President’s way with. his 
crew was unmistakably patroniz- 
ing and, in that way, snobbish; 
and that sense was revealed on 
Tuesday when, discussing the law 
in the Ward case, he doubted the 
reporters’ ability to understand 
intricacies because not many law- 
yers were to be found lounging 
around press rooms. This was a 
way of impugning their intelli- 
gence and calling them loungers, 
another way of saying loafers, but 
it was sharply. inconsistent with 
one hot contention offered on be- 
half of the court-packing plan, 
years ago, to the effect that a man 
needn't be a lawyer at all to be 
a good justice of the supreme 
court. It also was a suggestion 
that the people as a whole were 
just too ignorant to understand an 
issue affecting their liberties and 
their right to property. 

The President was certainly on 
controversial ground when he said 
that the “total percentage” of 
strikes had been very low. How: 
ever, it was not for reporters at a 
press conference to dispute him, 
although it would have been fair 
to try to get a statement explain- 
ing what he meant by “total per- 
centage,” a term which offers no 
basis for comparison. Actually, 
Mr. Roosevelt rarely is disputed 
and invariably is treated with a 
dignity which he does not return, 
but the press corps distinctly has 
ceased to be the claque that it

F DR, In Good Health, 
A Likely Candidate 


W ASHINGTON.—Any lingering doubt about 
the state of the President's health and his ability 
to engage in a strenuous campaign for re-elec 
tion, while continuing to direct the war effort, 

seems to have been easily dispelled by the appearance he made at 
the first White House press conference to be held since his return 
to Washington. 

Mr. Roosevelt still shows the strain of his heavy responsibilities. 
There are lines in his face that were not so noticeable a few years 
ago. His features appear to be a bit more grim. Naturally he is 
not the same dapper figure he was when he first moved into the 
White House more than 11 years ago. Eleven years makes a differ- 
ence after one passes the age of 50, with or without the arduous 
duties of the presidency. 

But a month’s rest at the South Carolina plantation home of 
Barney Baruch has evidently brought beneficial changes in the 
President’s health. Outwardly he appears to be in excellent con- 
dition, or about as hearty as one could be for his age and circum- 
stances. 

Certainly it was obvious to the upwards of 150 correspondents 
and radio commentators who trekked into the President's office for 
the first White House press conference in more than a month that 
Mr. Roosevelt had lost none of his old verve. He was capable of 
the same banter and zest for discussion that he has always shown, 


STILL ON THE BALL Neither was there anything in his de 


meanor to indicate that he has iost 
any of his former grasp of governmental problems. 

Except for a certain drawnness of his features, partially offset 
by a deep sun tan acquired in the south, he appeared to be about 
the same, mentally and physically, as he has been for the past 
several years. 

It is appropriate to dwell at this length on the state of the 
President’s health, of course, because of the many wild rumors 
which were circulated during his absence—the longest vacation he 
has spent since coming to the White House. 


Every kind of ugly rumor was repeated... Only a fraction of them 
found their way into the newspapers. Stories went the rounds that 
the President's health was such that he would never be able to‘run 
for re-election, that he had had a complete mental and physical 
collapse. Some of them even had him in a dying condition. 


Just why it is it is difficult to say, but rumors of this kind have 
long been associated with our Presidents, regardless of who he 
happened to be at the time. They reached such a point during the 
latter days of the Wilson administration that the senate, as pre- 
posterous as it may seem, actually went to the extreme of sending 
a committee to the White House to report on the President's con- 
dition. . 

Some members of that committee, it is recorded, were surprised, 
if not chagrined, to find Mr. Wilson in possession of all of his 
mental faculties, though still something of an invalid from the 
stroke he suffered while on a tour to sell the country the League 
of Nations idea. 

No doubt many of Mr. Roosevelt's critics will be disappointed 
to learn that he has returned to Washington in the full vigor of 


health. 

FOURTH TERM The condition of the President's health is an 
important item, aside from its relation to the 

war effort, because of the bearing it has on the coming presidential! 

campaign. Among informed observers there never has been any 

serious doubt about the President being a fourth-term candidate, 

provided his health permitted. 


Last winter he had a series of bad colds and grippe which de- 
veloped a bad bronchial condition. It all left him in a weakened 
condition, so that shortly before his departure for the southern 
vacation he was finding it necessary to spend many days in bed. 


There was some legitimate basis for speculation at that time as 
to whether the malady would get worse. Out of this grew the 
many sordid rumors about him being in a state of exhaustion, plus 
the fact that he extended the vacation two weeks beyond the time 
originally planned. 

Now that all doubt on the score of his health is removed, how- 
ever, there should be no further cause for speculation about his 
willingness to be a fourth-term candidate. After looking at him 
and talking with him at the White House conference this week, 
it is safe to say that all of the 150 and more newsmen left con- 
vinced that he will again head the Democratic ticket. 

At least, no one any longer had any misgivings about the Presi- 
dent’s health being an obstacle in that direction. 

Mr. Roosevelt has long shown an ability to snap back into 
normal health quickly after getting a needed rest. He has usually 
returned from briefer vacation periods at Warm Springs with a 
new zest for living. 

That is the way he appears today, and if it has any meaning 
at all it means, as Democratic National Chairman Robert Hanne- 
gan has just said, that he again will accept the nomination and 
will conduct a vigorous campaign for re-election,
